or loan money or property tot such 
purpose."

Tlio 
now company starts out under the 
most lavorablo circumstanuet, with 
the buildings and accessories In hand 
add in order for occupancy, and paid 
for, the greal bulk of their work is 
steady accomplished. Many of the 
prominent exhibitors at the World's 
Exposition liavo left their exhibits 
iutaot. Ijarge numbers will return 
with greatly inoreated and far more 
uttraclive exhibits, und applications 
for siiacc from new exiiibitors arc 
pouring in in large numbers. 

'I'ho new Exposition will beiiellt 
largely from tho experience of the 
old. The questions of railroad j'aros 
aud accommodations for visiters bo- 
come easy. The work of obtaining 
eouccssioiis and of systciiKiti/ing 
having already been accomplislicd 
Deliciencics and impediments in the 
mniiagcmcut of tho old Exposition 
will bo remedied. Nothing seems to 
Bland in the way of its grand success. 
The public will rejoice und es])eciidly 
those wlio failed to attend the late 
magnificont Exposition tlial the op- 
portunity fbr attMidaikMi tt presented 
to them.

Warinib when 
wariiiDi was ikiI iiinsi needed l aiiip 
to the pluiilH, as did tbe rain, and 
both were riiaiiilaiiicd until an excel- 
lent staiiil was secured. Tbo dewy 
ni^'lils and tiioi iiiii(,'s now prevailing 
and tu prevail alinosl coiitinually un- 
til harvest time prelude apprcbcnsiun 
of Injury from future dry weather.

In 
both instances the losses were ipiite 
lii'avy, and the liolel jiroprieturs li.id to 
make Iliein good, bill if they had lis d 
the slip racliet, as we do, there hoiiI i 
have been no trouble. You can see for 
yourself how easy it is lo boat n man 
who uses the check system. Tako tiio 
co:it and liat rooms, for initanco. Hero 
the customers are so numerous that it 
keeps the coat boy hustling aiound 
to attend to them, and he can not re- 
member the faces of all those whu leave 
their wearing apparel in his care, and 
we can not use tuo slip.i, bccaiuo guest/ 
might object to haviiiig the linings oi 
tlicir coats nnd hats dUHgi/red and be- 
Eiiieared with mucilage and bits oi 
paper. The boys are liable to make 
inistakcs that tiio slip system Would ob- 
viate, aud is like tho merLHU^ in the 
tliermoniotors, some men will descend 
so low they can readily liave duplicate 
checks made an. I capture overcoaUi aud 
liund-snohcls. Uul I'll bet a tbdusand 
to a nickel that the slip system will baf- 
fle tlio smartest conhdcnco man thai 
ever attempted to work a hotel safa, 

snd any landlord who is fool eu.niL'h t« 
i:ontinue to use brass or any kind ol 
checks on valuable p:ickiigcs wlien lie 
can adopt a safeguard iiroti!0tlng him- 
self (rum any los.s in this way deserves 
tu lie swindlo.1 as often as is necessary 
to bring liiin to his senses."— /^elroil

To do 
HWay with this reproach to aCliri^liaii 
people, and in order to iiiaUo a scion- 
titic exploration of the Ho'y Land, the 
"raUsline K\]iloralioii Fund" was 
formed in Kn;:hinil. and a parlv 
of Hoyal Kngiin-eis was sent out to 
explore the rniiis of .Ii riisalciii. 

Mneli ot interest was thu rcull of tins 
iuve.lig.ilion, but very few memoriiill 
of llie post, or inscriptions were 
brought to light On examining the 
cast wall of Herod's T'cmple. on one ol 
tho stones were found thro letter) 
paintcl in r.- 1. On -loii.-s in ..tiier 
parts incised eiiaracters w ere seen re- 
sembling the letters H and J. 

On making this discovery the (!xplor- 
ing parly coininiiniealc l with the i'al- 
csliiie i'iviihiralioii I'lind. and tiie I ilo 
Kinnianuel DeuUoii, an Oriental seho'ar 
then employed in the llritish Museum, 
was sunt to examine tlic iiiscript'ons. 
He pronounced tho characters I'll eiii. 
clan, somool which wore uuarry signs, 
but the exact meaning could not bo de- 
termined. 

The most important discoveric) was 
made by Clermont Gnnnoau, wh > was 
a Commissioner of thu Societ\°. While 
oxiiniining a jiortion of the Tumple. he 
bad occasion lo pass through a grave- 
yard near tho spot aud not'oiug a slab 
on the ground, ho oleirod away the soil 
on its face, and found there an inscrip- 
tion in Greek, not pure Greek, but sueli 
as was used in* Jerusalem. On de- 
ciphering tho inscription ho f.nnd il 
read: "No loreignur to prooee I within 
tlie partit on wall and enolosuru around 
tho sanctuary: whoever Is oaugUl In |iu> 
same will oii° that account be UaUe to 
incur death."
